The True Condition of Canada.

A Montreal correspondent of the Sun
draws a picture of amairs in Canada
which sheds new Jight upon the political
situation In the now greatly perturbed
dominion, “Nominally,” says he, “we
have a representative system, but the
present government, which is without
exception the greatest concentration of
knavery which exlsts In the form of a
government in any clviliged nation of
the present time, has retafned power
through a long number of years by a
systematic method of bribery, by gerry-

mandering constituencles, and by
springing on  eléctions  unexpect-
edly, as in the last general
election in  '81, when they ad-

vised the governor general to dissolve
parllament, on the pretence that they
wished to be vmmpowkred by the people
to negotlate a reciprocity treaty with
the United SBtates, That this wus a pre-
tence subsequent events proved, as all
that ever came of the teeaty negotla-
tlons was the celebrated three-minute
interview which one or two members of
the Canadian government had with Mr.
Blalne at Washipgton. During the first
segsion of the new parllament the facts
In connection with the MeGreevy scan-
dal came out, and then was revealed
the true reason why the elegtions had
been brought on.  1b was in order that

, the government might snateh n verdict
from the electors héfore’ they became
cognigant of the facts in connection
with that celebrated eplsode.”
